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Highway Financing Needs Careful 
Study, AAR President Faricy Says 


prass for financing highways should 
be carefully examined to make sure 
they do not produce such distortions of 
trafic distribution among various car- 
riers as would impair the strength and 
vitality of the nation’s transportation 
backbone—the railroads. 


This appeal was made by William T. 
Faricy, president of the Association of 
American Railroads, in a speech before 
the 18th annual meeting of the National 
Association of Shippers Advisory Boards 
at Louisville, Ky. 

Proposals for greatly increased expen- 
ditures on highway construction “should 
not he looked upon as simply highway 
problems and nothing else,” he said. 
Rather, he declared, “they should be 
examined from the point of view of how 
the added construction is to be financed 
—where the money is coming from. 
They should be examined from the point 
of view of how the roads are to be used 
and how they are to be protected from 
abuse, And they should be examined 
from the point of view of effect upon 
other forms of transportation.” 


Faricy said that instead of depending 
upon property taxes or general tax reve- 
nues for financing highways, vehicles 
should pay charges related to the bur- 
dens they put upon the highways and 
the amount. of use they make of them. 

“Any other distribution of user 
charges puts an unjust burden on light 
vehicles making relatively little use of 
the highways, and bestows an unde- 
served premium upon heavy vehicles 
making extensive ‘use of the facilities 
provided,” he declared. 

“Without adequate user charges, 
based upon economic costs and properly 

apportioned among users,” he continued, 
there Swill not ‘be ‘an :economic.:distri- 
bution of.traffic among the various agen- 


cies of transport. Some will gain traffic 
which they can handle only at a higher 
total cost; others will lose trafic which 
they could handle at the lowest real 
over-all cost.” 

Such loss of traffic, Faricy said, has 
the effect of reducing the normal use of 
the railroads “which in emergency, 
when the nation will need to conserve 
its scarce manpower and fuel, must be 
relied upon to pick up most of the 
added load.” In World War H, he 
added, railroads were called upon to 
pick up and carry 87 per cent of the 
increased traffic of wartime. 

Stating that “I do not for a moment 
seek to minimize the value of good high- 
ways in the defense of the nation,” the 
A.A.R. president declared that “every 
form of transportation has its own par- 
ticular uses but the railroads have the 
basic job to do.”

ON LAST RUN 


“Slim Prineess’ Retires to Make 
Way for Ist Narrow Gauge Diesel 


AN historic event took place at 
Owenyo, California, October 16, 
when No. 9 made her last steam run on 
the Kecler-Laws narrow gauge branch. 

With hundreds of rail fans and local 
people, your Budletin reporter stood in 
the warm sun of the Mojave desert and 
listened to speeches that officially ended 
the careers of tiny No. 9 (the “Slim 
Princess”) and her sister, No, 18, And 
dedication speeches welcoming the new 
narrow gauge diesel locomotive that re- 
places the steam engines. 

With 161 members of the Southern 
California Chapter of the Railway & 
Locomotive Historical Society we had 
ridden a special 10-car train the night 
before, behind old-time steam power 
from Los Angeles to witness the event. 
From northeast of Mojave we used rails 
where passenger cars have not operated 
since 1932. Our excursion train arrived 
at Owenyo in Owens Valley at 10:30 
a.m. and was met by hundreds of cheer- 
ing desert folk. Playing “California, 
Here I'Come” and resplendent in purple 
and orange costumes were the members 
of the Lone Pine .Unien High School 


tingent of Easterners arriving at a fron- 
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tier outpost after a perilous cross coun- 
try journey. 

The buildings of Owenyo were fes- 
tooned with bright red, white and blue 
ribbons. Across from the depot were 
some housing units with Indians squat- 
ting on door steps and looking with 
some bewilderment at us. From where 
we stood on the steps of the Owenyo 
Hotel (which is really not a hotel at ali 
but a Company dormitory and commis- 
sary) we could see the awesome heights 
of the Sierra Nevada range not so far 
away. 

Standing quietly on a spur were the 
two narrow gauge steam engines about 
to be retired, all cleaned up for the 
occasion, their black sides gleaming in 
the morning sunlight. No. 9 (built in 
1909) and No. 18 (built in 1911) waited 
patiently for their deserved retirement, 
like two old men who'had worked hard 
on the desert, had a pocketful of mem- 
ories, and now would -be content to sit 
somewhere in the shade -resting and 
dreaming of the old days. 

Located about 20 feet down the track 
from the old steam puffer-bellies was 
Progress “in the form ‘of a ‘gleaming

miniature diesel locomotive. In a class 
by itself among all US railroad equip- 
ment, this 45-ton locomotive was espe- 
cially built to narrow-gauge specifica- 
tions. Looking sleek, efficient and un- 
sentimental, the diesel seemed ready for 
any task. 

Someone had placed a cardboard sign 
against No. 9 which read: “Good-bye 
. + « for 40 Years and a Million Miles 
You Did Your Job.” 

A sign leaning against the diesel 
read: “Take over, Diesel No. 1! Among 
all U. S. Iron Horses, you are in a Class 
by Yourself.” 

After welcoming the LA excursion, 
Robert King, news editor, SP’s South 
ern District Pablic Relations Dept., in- 
troduced Walter Thrall, Jr., chairman 
of the Southern California Chapter of 
the Railway and Locomotive Historical 
Society. Thrall thanked SP for making 
it possible to bring the members of the 
Society.io Owenyo on the special train. 
The next speaker was Jerry Hover, presi- 
dent.of:the Lone Pine Chamber of Com- 
merce, Supt. W. E. Eastman, San Joa- 
quin.: Division, spoke -briefly and -was 
followed ~hy: “Asst. .Gencral- Manager 
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Grinning, Lee Sellers, 8, opens the throttle on 
No. 9 as he sits on Engineer Walter Ferguson's 
lap during the last run. 


W. D. Lamprecht, who pointed out that 
of the four remaining narrow gauge 
railroad lines in the US, only Southern 
Pacific thus far was modernizing its 
branch. 

Lamprecht announced that more than 
500 entrics lad poured in suggesting 
names for the new diesel. The winner 
was “The Little Giant,” submitted by 
five people who shared the $100 prize, 

The major product hauled from 
Keeler, 16 narrow gauge miles from 
Owenyo, is tale—so it was appropriate 
when Walter Thrall christened “The 
Little Giant” with a cardboard “cham- 
pagne bottle” filled with tale. When the 
bottle burst, the white powder splat- 
tered all over the glistening metal of the 
diesel and everyone cheered. The new 
No. 1 of the narrow gauge was officially 
a member of the family now! 

After finishing delicious box lunches 
we clamhered aboard the special ears 
behind the “Slim Princess.” Several 
flat cars had been equipped with special 
lengthwise plank railings and benches 
and each car was immediately filled with 
excited people, most of them’ carrying 
cameras. At 1 o'clock the. whistles on 
No. °9 tooted, steam shot-out-from the 
sides, someone yelled “Highball!” and 
the “Slim Princess” -pulled. slowly and 
proudly out-of Owenyo.on cher last run 
for Keeler. There was a roar from the 
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crowd at the station, and several fans 
hopped into their cars to follow as best 
they could along the narrow desert read. 

We picked up speed and rattled along 
the old 36-inch track and a holiday 
spirit pervaded the train, Several scores 
of camera fans were spotted along the 
right of way, standing on rocks, kneel- 
ing in the sand, peering around cactus, 
madly snapping roll after roll of film. 

The 71-mile “slim-gauge” branch line 
running from Kecler to Laws was built 
73 years ago as part of the 300-mile 
Carson & Colorado railroad. As mining 
traffic dwindled, one portion after an- 
other of the line was abandoned. No 
passenger train operates on this line 
any more, but its thrice-weekly freight 
train handles considerable tonnage of 
tale, pumice, clay soapstone, dolomité, 
ground slate, lead ore and propbylite. 
Every fall many carloads of sheep are 
handied from Laws. All transfers to 
broad gauge cars are made on the 
Owenyo platform where the two gauges 
paralle}. 

When Conductor George Eppinger 
threaded his way through the crowded 
flat cars and stopped to collect our tick- 
ets he told us the main problems faced 
by his train crew are wandering groups 
of livestock, including large herds of 
elk. Prolonged shrieks from the locomo- 
tive whistle are required before the ani- 
mals finally move off the right of way, he 
said. At that moment all we could see 
were dozens of huge rabbits: 

When we came to a slight curve Engi- 
neer Walter Ferguson, who has been a 
railroader for 32 years, halted the train 
for a “photo” stop. Everyone but the 
crew, which included Brakeman W. H. 
Finley and Fireman George Murray, 
jumped off and waited until it backed 
around the curve.-Then -the whistle 
blew and a Ionesome ‘echo sounded back 
from nearby rock-covered hills. It, was 
as though the “Slim Princess” knew this 
was her last run and was wailing mourn- 
fully about: it. . 


CHIEF YARD CLERKS CONFERENCE was 
held at San Freneiseo October 19-20, 
to talk about freight claim prevention. 


Then she came roaring around the 
bend whistling and thundering and the 
Dblackest smoke we've ever seen belched 
from her stack. The only sounds near 
us were the “click-click” of the cameras 
and the gasps of the rail fans as they 
drank in the beauty of old No. 9 charg- 
ing along the desert. 

We stopped at Keeler for an hour 
while they turned the “Slim Princess” 
around on the wye and watered her. 
Near the tracks was the Sierra Tale and 
Clay Company and the old mill of the 
famous Cerro Gordo mine. The few 
people who live in Keeler came down. 

“Isn’t this exciting?” a Keeler woman 
said. “I’ve never seen so many people 
here in my life!”. 

After we left Keeler for the return 
trip to Owenyo everyone ‘except the 
children quieted down. We sat on the 
wooden benches and listened to the 
unforgettable sounds of the old-fash- 
joned steam engine. After five hours on 
the desert our faces were sunburned, 
our shoes were dusty from desert sands 
and particles of soda ash had drifted 
under our collars. Far off in the desert 
we saw a sandstorm whirling’ along 
toward nowhere .and jack-rabbits stared 
as we rattled along. 
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IN THIS PICTURE, relaxing after a full schedule of meetings, are representatives 
from Gerber, Oakland, Tracy, Fresno, Bakersfield, San Francisco, San Jose, Watson- 
ville Junction, Senta Barbara, Les Angeles, Indio and £1 Paso. 


When we reached Owenyo around 5 
o'clock even the children were quiet. 
As the “Slim Princess” pulled into the 
depot she snorted once more and shot 
steam out along the rails and then 
stopped. Several old-timers suddenly 
had to use their handkerchiefs and some 
of the women dabbed at their eyes. 
Everyone disembarked and then turned 
around to look at proud old No. 9 
standing quietly in the station. Many 
walked past and touched the engine in 
an abashed, shy farewell gesture. 

The “Slim Princess” had made her 
last run. 


Convincing demonstration of the 
value of Safety shoes was given Robert 
Harder, stevedore at our Los Angeles 
Freight Station.

The Purchasing Department 


From an address by 
M. C. NYSTROM, Asst. Gen. Purchasing Agenit—System 


Whe to many people in the rail- 
road the responsibilities and meth- 
ods of the Purchasing Department may 
be somewhat of a mystery, there are few, 
if any, of the Company’s men and women 
who are not affected by and concerned 
with its activities. The very equipment, 
tools, machines, desks, ferms and other 
tangible things used in the daily per- 
formance of their duties are ever present 
reminders of the function we perform in 
buying them. 

But there are no mysteries; our work 
is not performed with any magical aids. 
It is my purpose to give you a relatively 
simple outline of the rather complicated 
business known as Southern Pacific’s 
Purchasing Department. 

First, why de we have a Purchasing 
Department? To arrive at the answer to 
that one let’s take an average family. Pop 
brings home the money but Ma usually 
spends it; she’s the Purchasing Agent in 
the family and it is pretty well recog: 
nized that if brother Jimmy and sister 
Susie, not te mention grandma and some 
others ail dipped into the pot and bought 
indiscriminately there would be waste 
and duplication and the money just 
would not go around. So Mother budgets 
the funds, buys the food, clothing and 
other essentials, and in the process be- 
comes an expert in stretching a dollar 
as far as it will go. Asa result the ladies, 
wives, and Mothers are generally recog: 
nized as the country’s biggest buyers. 


Pretty much the same.situation exists 
in a corporation which, as I recall from 


my school days, is simply a group of in- 
dividuals banded together to do business 
as one. Supervision of a certain phase of 
the Company’s activities is assigned to 
each officer, including one who is dele- 
gated to buy all the equipment, machin- 
ery, and operating supplies. If each 
person bought his own requirements 
there would be confusion and waste. By 
placing the responsibility in one depart- 
ment, the Company’s money is spent to 
best advantage. And items are available 
when needed, with a minimum of money 
invested in material on hand. 


One of the Oldest 


Apparently the “Big Four” who 
founded our Company knew the value of 
their purchasing dollar, We read that C. 
P. Huntington himself did most of the 
buying of rail, cars, locomotives, etc., in 
the early days and as far back as 1872 
the official roster ef the Central Pacific 
Railroad (our parent company) shows 
the Purchasing Agent to be one J. Ry 
Watson, who became the first General 
Purchasing Agent of Southern Pacific in 
1884. Ours is indeed one of the eldest as 
well as one of the largest Purchasing 
Departments in the area we serve. 

Some persons may think the principal 
duty of a Purchasing Agent isto enter- 
tain visitors, enjoy free lunches and good 
cigars. I hasten to assure you that pur- 
chasing with us is a business, not an avo- 
cation, and as a business we of .the.Pur- 
chasing Department are endeavoring to 
conduct it in a manner that will:give 
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service to the using departments and at 
the same time function at the lowest 
possible expense to the Company. 

Purchasing has become an increas- 
ingly important factor in business gen- 
erally and particularly since the begin- 
ning of World War HL. More and more it 
is recognized that a well organized and 
operated Purchasing Department can 
save a Company’s money. Not only by 
buying advantageously, but because of 
the effect its activities and policies have 
on dollars spent and invested in working 
stocks, and many other factors, it can 
have a real bearing on Company fin- 
ances, The modern Purchasing Depart- 
ment does not buy materials, equipment, 
ete. requested or requisitioned without 
study and questioning. 


Wide Range Covered 


In its broadest sense, modern purchas- 
ing encompasses all of the factors Jead- 
ing to spending money for materials, 
supplies, equipment, etc. These includ 
the dollar investments in inventories; 
standardization and reduction in num- 
bers and kinds of items purchased; value 
analysis to be sure the things specified 
and to be purchased are the most suit- 
able and lowest in ultimate cost that can 
be provided for the purpose intended; 
and buying at the right prices for de- 
livery when required. By properly study- 
ing and selecting its sources of supply 
the Purchasing Department can avoid 
buying materials for stocking at one 
point which it should know are later 
going to be distributed for usc at other 
points where they are procutable with- 
out price penalty. In other words, 
through proper buying policies, we can 
avoid expensive duplicate store handling 
and cross hauling practices. 


Obviously to accomplish the desired 
results the Purchasing Department must 
cooperate with and receive cooperation 
of all other Company Departments in- 
volved, such as the Stores, Motive Power, 
Engineering, Communications, ete. It 
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must lean heavily on some of the other 
departments for technical advice and for 
assistance in a joint effort to aveid hav- 
ing materials ordered and delivered too 
far in advance of actual need. The will- 
ingness of all other departments to work 
with us has heen most gratifying. 

The Purchasing Department is also an 
important factor in a Company’s public 
relations. This is particularly true in a 
railroad, as the people and the institu- 
tions we buy from are, in many cases, 
our customers, too. 

Briefly, Southern Pacific’s Purchasing 
Department endeavors to do business as 
you would expect a billion, dollar insti- 
tution to do business—fairly, honestly, 
without sharp practice and without per- 
sonal favoritism. We do not speculate; 
we buy only when and what the Com- 
pany requires to the extent conditions 
permit, competitively, and as far as pos- 
sible to standard specifications. All bids 
and proposals receive the same careful 
consideration. We deal with our prospec- 
tive suppliers in a manner as to make 
vbvious they may depend on fair and 
courteous treatment. We buy on the 
basis of the lowest price for acceptable 
materials to be delivered when required. 
We cannot pay a supplier more money 
simply because ke is a customer. To do 
so would be neither good business ner 
legal. All things being equal we do, how- 
ever, favor the Company's customers as 
against those who are not, 

Now, let us take a lock at the organi- 
zation of the Department. All of the pur- 
chasing activities of the Southern Pacific 
Company and its wholly owned subsidi- 
aries, the Texas & New Orleans Rail- 
road, Pacific Electric Railway, Pacific 
Motor Trucking Company, Northwestern 
Pacific Railroad and many others, are 
under the general supervision of its Gen- 
cral Purchasing Agent—System, whe re- 
ports to our President. The organization 
engages in a number of activities which 
may seem not to be associated with pur- 
chasing, such as sales of scrap and sur- 
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plus materials; sales of salvage and un- 
claimed freight and baggage; inspection 
of fuel, cross ties, and lumber; operation 
of duplicating bureaus at various points; 
and even the maintenance and operation 
of a General Office Building at El Paso, 

To cover these broad responsibilities 
the General Purchasing Agent and his 
General Assistant have on their staff Pur- 
chasing Agents at Portland and Los 
Angeles (the latter also being Purchas- 
ing Agent for Pacific Electric Railway), 
and an Agent of the Department in El 
Paso, as well as the Purchasing Agent of 
the Texas & New Orleans Railroad, with 
headquarters in New Orleans, La., and 
an offce in Houston, Texas. The latter 
reports also to the Executive Vice Presi- 
dent of T&NO, in connection with the 
general operation of the Department 
under his jurisdiction. 


Functions of Assistants 


Five Assistants to General Purchasing 
Agent are assigned to the San Francisco 
office and each supervises a particular 
phase of the Department’s work. 

One, in addition to serving as general 
asst., clears all matters relating te our 
on-line activities, scrap and salvage 
sales, etc. The second is our fuel and 
petroleum products expert. The third is 
our specialist in connection with the pur- 
chase of equipment—locomotives, freight 
and passenger cars, trucks, tires, etc., 
rail and track materials and our general 
requirements of steel. The fourth heads 
our Materials Control Division. It is the 
function of this division to coordinate the 
materials and supplies activities of the 
Purchasing Department, Stores and 
other departments to the end that we 
will operate with the lowest possible in- 
ventories, actively carry on a standardi- 
zation program to reduce the number 
and kinds of things bought and carried 
in stock, and a value analysis program to 
be,sure we are buying the lowest priced, 
most suitable materials for our needs. 
The fifth has charge of ‘all the buying 
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divisions in the San Francisco office, ex- 
cept equipment, rail, steel, and auto- 
motive supplies and equipment. Our 
Office Manager and Clerical forces are 
also under his jurisdiction. 

While the Purchasing Organization 
functions under the direction of these 
five “Assistants To,” our buying activi- 
ties under them are divided into seven 
groups, each under a Head Buyer, who 
operates a miniature Purchasing Depart- 
ment for the commodities assigned to 
him. For example: Steel products, equip- 
ment, etc., are handled in one group; 
trucks, tires and diesel parts in another; 
hardware, plumbing supplies, paint, etc., 
in still another, and so on. 

One rather unusual phase of our 
operations is in buying perishables— 
meats, fish, fresh fruits and vegetables 
for the Dining Car Department. For this 
purpose our commissary buyers in San 
Francisco and Los Angeles canvass the 
wholesale markets in person daily and 
select the finest foodstuffs available. 


With some exceptions, as in the case 
of perishable foodstuffs, ties, locomotive 
fuel, and rolling stock, each pur- 
chase originates as a purchase requisi- 
tion prepared by the Stores Department. 
The obtaining of prices, placing of 
orders after proper approval is given, 
checking of bills to verify correctness of 
price and terms of purchase are all 
handled in the individual buying groups 
to which the particular commodity has 
been assigned. Authority to pass on and 
approve purchases is of course vested in 
the General Purchasing Agent and is 
delegated by him aceording to values, 
commodities, etc., to his various assist- 
ants. 

It sounds very simple. But bear in 
mind that we place nearly 90,000 orders 
per year for most everything conceiv- 
able: diesel locomotives, freight and pas- 
senger cars, automotive equipment, loco- 
motive fuel and other petroleum prod- 
ucts, office supplies, foodstuffs, -glass- 
ware, dishes, furniture, upholstery mate- 
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rials, carpets, paint, forest products, sig- 
nal material, radios, steel products, to 
mention a few. The total of different 
items and commodities is more than 
70,000. 

To give you a few statistics, in 1953 
our Purchasing Department dirccted ex- 
penditures of over $198,000,000, an aver- 
age of something over $770,000 per work 
ing day. For the purpose of comparison 
it is interesting to note that the State of 
California, (no small operation) spent 
through its Purchasing Department for 
the year ending June 30, 1953, some 
$67,500,000. 

Small Items Add Up 

All of our business does not invelve 
multi-miBion dollar items. We have to be 
just as careful, however, in making smali 
purchases and to see that the materials 
are on hand when wanted as we do with 
the larger ones. At the same time, many 
of the small items run inte sizable 
sums. For example: incandescent electric 
Jamps for Pacific Lines cost $150,000 per 
year. Last year we bought over 575,000 
lead pencils, 2,000 ibs. of rubher bands, 
and $2,750 worth of plain pins and 
staples. 

It is necessary that a big railroad keep 
materials on hand to protect operations 
put at the same time it is only good busi- 
ness to maintain inventories at the low- 
est safe minimum. The material stock 
balance is no substitute for a bank. The 
money which stock balances represent is 
not only inactive and not earning a re- 
turn as it would if invested in additional 
facilities or equipment, but it costs the 
Company money to maintain such 
stocks. Consequently, we have endeav- 
ored to keep our inventories down, with 
the resuit that our System Lines figures 
show a total of $23,500,000 invested as 
of July, 1954, in all the materials and 
supplies including rail, fuel, tics, etc., 
as compared with a total figure of $42,- 
000,000 in February, 1949. This means 
that $18,500,000 of the Company’s 
money ‘that would have been tied up in 
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material and idle has been returned to 
the Treasury where it has been available 
for purposes such as buying diesel loco- 
motives, cars and shop machinery, to 
mention a few. 

Besides the constant vigilance of all 
concerned and the steck book control 
maintained by the Stores Department, 
one of the best aids in accomplishing 
this has been a form of budgetary con- 
trol, both in the Purchasing and Stores 
Departments. 

By maintaining records of the values 
of requisitions, orders placed and ship- 
ments, compared with values of mate- 
tials and supplies withdrawn from Store 
stocks for use, we have a reasonably ac- 
curate basis for ordering and adjusting 
future shipments, 

Southern Pacific's Purchasing Depart- 
ment represents 4 centralized and decen- 
tralized operation. In general we pur- 
chase through the various line offices all 
of the things required by the railroad in 
their respective territories which can be 
obtained locally to advantage. We buy 
through the San Francisco office those 
materials and supplies similarly required 
and available in this area, as well as 
rail, equipment, machinery, fuel, and 
other large items which, by combining 
requirements for Pacific Lines or the 
System, we can obtain to better adyan- 
tage. For example: items such as car 
couplers, draft gears, and brake beams 
to mention but a few which are obtained 
from off-line manufacturers are ordered 
for general System use and cars con- 
signed to Houston for partial unloading 
and balance reforwarded to other System 
stores as current needs indicate. 

Our Portland office, in addition to 
Jocal miscellaneous purchasing, buys all 
the cross ties, lumber, and other forest 
products for which Oregon and parts of 
extreme Northern California are the 
logical sources of supply. 

Another phase of our operations not 
often thought of in connection with pur- 
chasing is sales of scrap. The Stores De- 
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partment scours the railroad for rail, 
track material and everything no longer 
usable. It cuts up old cars and locomo- 
tives, saves copper, brass, and ashes from 
our foundry containing brass. As a re- 
sult, our sales of scrap for Pacific Lines 
alone totaled $5,800,000 last year. 


Non-perishable freight damaged in 
transit and rejected by the consignec is 
sold principally at our central salvage 
disposal warehouses located at San Fran- 
cisco, Los Angeles, Phoenix, and El 
Paso, under the direction of our Super- 
visor of Salvage Sales. Station agents are 
also authorized and encouraged to make 
sales of non-perishable salvage freight 
at their stations, with certain limitations 
as 10 commodities and amounts they can 
handle, 


While a substantial part of our sal- 
vage freight is sold to dealers, our sal- 
vage warehouses are open to the general 
public, and anyone may buy salvage 
freight except officers or employes of 
Southern Pacific or its affiliated com- 
panies. 


Gross salvage sales last year exceeded 
114 million dollars and involved approxi- 
mately 50,000 separate transactions. Un- 
claimed freight, unclaimed baggage and 
lost property, ie., personal property left 
on trains and in station waiting rooms, 
is sold periodically at public auction at 
our Unclaimed Warehouse. 

Another phase of the Purchasing De- 
partment’s operations on which I would 
like to touch is the Duplicating Bu- 
reau. From a small beginning in 1912 
with one employe, the Bureau has grown 
to where today it has establishments at 
San Francisco, Los Angeles, El Paso, 
and Portland, operating 200 machines 
and cameras of various types and hand- 
Hing office machine repairs of various 
kinds. Approximately 10 tons of ‘paper 
are processed monthly, producing over 
4 million copies by printing, lithograph, 
mimeograph, ditto, addressograph, 
photostat and photograph procésses. Of- 
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fice machines overhauled, repaired and 
serviced total about 685 monthly. 

We have a photographic section for 
both still and motion picture. Motion 
picture production has included “This 
Is My Railroad,” “Snow on the Run,” 
“Tehachapi Earthquake,” and various 
safety and educational films. 

And last among the activities is our 
force of inspectors who go out into the 
woods and to the lumber mills to inspect 
before shipment the cross ties and other 
forest products purchased, and also a 
staff of oil gaugers who check receipts 
of locomotive fuel to make certain we 
get what we pay for as to quantity and 
quality and in cooperation with the Test 
Department’s laboratories. 


Far Cry From Old Days 


Certainly we of the Purchasing De- 
partment do not lack for variety in our 
business life. We have come a long way 
from the Purchasing Department of 1872 
or for that matter the Purchasing De- 
partment of about 1898 described to me 
a few years ago by an old gentleman 
who came into my office to tell me he 
was a pensioner of the Southern Pacific 
who had worked as an office boy in the 
Purchasing Department in 1898. His 
story of what the Purchasing Depart- 
mient of that day was like was interest- 
ing and a little startling. At that time, 
according to him, the Purchasing De- 
partment was located in a single room 
in the General Office building at 4th & 
Townsend Streets in San Francisco and 
consisted of a general purchasing agent, 
his chief clerk, two clerks, an office boy, 
a stenographer with a long beard, one 
typewriter and one. telephone. All of the 
orders were hand written and the only 
duplicating equipment was an old letter 
press. The General Purchasing Agent 
had a horse and a buggy placed at his 
disposal to call.on prospective sellers.

The color change will not affect South- 
ern Pacific streamliners, most of which 
have their own distinctive color schemes. 

In recent years, a number of Southern 
Pacific name streamliners, such as the 
Daylights, Sunset Limited and City of 
San Francisco, have been painted in 
bright and distinctive colors, while two- 
tone gray was used for the overnight 
streamliners Lark and Cascade.

MRS. NEWKIRK WINS, TOO 

A long time ago Mrs. E. R. Newkirk 
of Los Angeles (wife of an SP engi- 
neer) sent in a recipe for a good tamale 
pie. (Yes, she wanted to win a copy of 
“The California Cook Book.”) Since we 
had used a number of tamale pie recipes, 
we set hers aside. Now, with the crisp 
fall days upon us, we figure it is time 
to remind you all of how good a tamale 
pie can really be.

In a saucepan cook together 2 cups water, 1144 
cups sugar, and 124 teaspoons cream of tartar, boiling for 5 minutes. Pour 
the hot syrup over the crackers, dot with butter, and sprinkle with cinnamon 
and nutmeg. Put on the top crust, pricking pastry as-usual. Bake 25 to 


30 minutes in a 425° oven. 
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shallow baking dish (2-qt. size), bring- 
ing it up on the sides like a pie crust. 
Now get out your heavy skillet and these 
ingredients: 

or 2 tablespoons oil 

tb. ground beef 

large onion, chopped 

small stalks celery, chopped 

clove garlic, mashed 

can whole-kernel corn 

can tomato soup 

tablespoons chili powder 

can chopped mushrooms, drained

Heat oil, add meat and cook, along 
with the chopped onion, celery and gar- 
lic. When vegetables are tender and 
meat lightly browned, add the other in- 
gredients. Stir well, and heat piping hot. 
Pour this into the mush “crust.” Spread 
rest of mush over top. Bake in a 350° 
oven (moderate) for 30 minutes. Serves 
6. Mrs. N. says, “Sure is good!” 


NEW VEGETABLE WAYS 

How long since you've fixed red cab- 
bage? This is our way of doing it. 
First, chop a small red cabbage. (Makes 
about 1 qt.) Next, chop and fry half 
of a big red onion in 2 tablespoons but- 
ter for about 3 min. Add cabbage, 1 
teaspoon salt, 2 tablespoons brown sugar, 
2 tablespoons vinegar, and 14 cup water 
or red or white wine. Cover. Cook 30 
min. Dash with pepper. Then dash to 
the table. Makes 3 cups—about right 
for 3. Wonderful with a fried ham sup- 
per... . Baking one or two of those 
little Danish squashes? Try putting 
them into a 400° oven, just as is. About 
20 min. later, take them out, cut them 
in halves, scoop out the seeds, and put 
in a little butter and cream, Return 
them to the oven and bake 15 or 20 
min. longer, until completely tender. It’s 
easy!

OPEN CASCADE LINE 


Portland and San Francisco will be 
brought three and a half hours closer 
together and Portland and Los Angeles 
will be brought seven hours closer to- 
gether on April 17 when the new Cas- 
cade Line of Southern Pacific will be 
thrown open to through main line train 
operation. 

The Cascade Line through Klamath 
Falls, entailing a total cost of over $38,- 
000,000, was completed last fall, and, 
since completion of the work, has been 
open to local train service only. 


July, 1928 Bulletin: 
FIRST DATES 


Another inorlany chapte jn tha re: 
mance of empire building and pioneer- 
ing achievement of the developers of 
Southern California was written early 
in June, when the first carload of dates 
ever shipped from any point in this 
country ‘was sent from Indio, in the Coa- 
chella Valley, to New York City over 
the Southern Pacific. 

This initial carload shipment of 26,000 
pounds of California dates: was an 
achievement that the California empire 
builders dreamed of and for which they 
Taid the foundation twenty-six years ago 
when the first saplings, or suckers, for 
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the commercial date palms were im- 
ported from Northern Africa. 

The late C. P. Huntington, one of the 
early railroad builders, was vitally inter- 
ested in this work, and asked Southern 
Pacific officials to aid in every way pos- 
sible. As a result, the young date palm 
saplings were handled without charge 
by the Company from New York to

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April, 1928, Bulletin: 
FLOOD DAMAGE 


‘The Southern Pacific in Southern Cal- 
ifornia faced a major emergency on the 
morning of March 13, when the St. Fran- 
cis dam, about 14 miles north of Saugus, 
gave way without warning and sent a 
raging torrent down the canyon and 
through the Santa Paula Valley to the 
sea, taking a toll of 275 lives with 200 
more missing. 

The flood waters, estimated to have 
been a mile wide and 20 fcet deep, 
struck the SP Santa Paula branch line 
near Castaic, wiping out the section 
quarters there and drowning 17 of the 
18 occupants. About 20 miles of the 
Company’s branch line that extended 
from Saugus to Montalvo was badly 
washed out. Many bridges were washed. 
away and in places all evidence of the 
railroad was obliterated.
